Webster, in charge of cereal 
and 
forage insect investigations, d e p a rt­

that time he sent a warning to the 
state entomoligist and later issued 
a statement to Indiana farmers u r g ­

it is pointed out, is indicated by the 
present crop outlook.

It wa" only because the German 
commander was

International law 
forbade him to "ink a merchantman 
on suspicion.

sengers and crew iii safety before lie 
torpedoed her. 
There can be no question that the 
commander of tlii" submarine and 
j the commander of every submarine 
I that has made a sinai!ia r attack on 
a merchantman, neutral or enemy, 
was acting in plain violation of in­ 
ternational law. It i" pleaded on the 
other side by Germany that the sub­ 
marine cannot obey the international 
rule" beeaime of it" own limitation". 
But the plea is ineffective. 
The ina­ 
bility of the submarine to do what 
the law demands d o e s not change

“Some places of worship are

licentious/’ 
said 
Miss 
Anderson, 
“that the people of India, even 
as 
ignorant as they are, do not 
want 
white- faced persons to enter 
be­ 
cause they are ashamed of it. 
Yet 
the mothers and little children en­ 
ter there where fey dare not let us 
go.” 
Miss Anderson 
described a vi->it 
Ut 
a Mohammedan 
village, where, 
upon entering the house of the head 
man 
of the 
village, she found

haughty 
Mohammedan 
wife, 
who 
prided herself on what she had done 
for her religion— all but making the 
pilgrimage, which the usages of her 
country would not permit because of 
Jut sex. 
But the missionary said 
-he gained the consent of the 
proud 
woman to 
tell her 
the history 
of 
Christ. 
Then the Mohammedan a d ­ 
mitted, 
the missionary said, 
that 
her religion did not satisfy her soul 
hunger. 
Miss Anderson told of a visit to 
a village where they had never -cen 
a white person. 
In a few 
minutes 
75 people 
gathered 
about arid -he 
told them the story of how Christ 
was sent to earth and crucified that 
others might be saved. 
“ At first they were curious,” she 
sai<l, “ then egar, then anxious, and 
before I had finished the tear- were 
running down their cheeks.” 
She declared 
the people of 
the 
lower class, who are shown no con­ 
sideration, 
would not believe 
that 
God 
so loved them, 
the sight of 
whom is pollution, the higher castes 
in india,

he sent His

cial Says Yield This Year Will 


Not be Normal. 


LATE SOWING IS THE REMEDY 


Farmers Fail to Heed Warning of 


Federal Expert, it is Stated at 


Washington. 


Dispatches from Washington say 


that an official of the United States 
department of agriculture has de- 
clared that the Indiana wheat crop 
will fall far short 
of 
the 
normal 


yield because of the damage done by 
the Hessian fly. 


Few farmers 
have 
complained, 


thus indicating that ravages of the 
fly are not very heavy in tins coun- 
ty. In many places, however, it is 
said, the wheat is down and 
will 


cause some loss. Wheat pulling will 
be well under way next week. 


For a year or more government 


entomologists 
have 
viewed 
with 


alarm the prevalence of this agricul- 
tural pest in the state. A little more 
than a year ago, Professor F. M. 
Webster, in charge of cereal 
and 


forage insect investigations, depart- 
ment of agriculture, 
foresaw 
the 


damage thai has already been done 
by the 
Hessian fly in Indiana. 
At 


that time be seut a warning to the 
state entomoligist and later issued 
a statement to Indiana farmers urg- 
ing them to 
take 
precautionary 


measures in combating this insect. 
That his warnings were not heeded, 
it is pointed out, is indicated by the 
present crop outlook. 


"I hate to say 'I told you so,' but 


the records on file at the department 
of agriculture bear out the fact that 
I predicted more than a year ago the 
Hessian fly would cause inestimable 
damage in Indiana this year," said 
Professor Webster today. "The bur- 
eau of entomology, that is now pre- 
paring another warning to the far- 
mers of Indiana so that ihcy may 
not suffer similar 
losses 
to: their 


wheat crops 
next year, lias been 


greatly disappointed because.of the 
lack of co-operation and assistance 
that it felt it had a right to expect 
from the state entomologist. The 
deparlment 
of 
agriculture 
ha 


sought, is seeking, and will seek to 
do all in its somewhat limited pow- 
er to urge the farmers of Indiana, 
as well as those of the other states 
where the Hessian fly gets in its de- 
vastating work, to employ the best 
means of saving 
their crops. It 


does feel, however, that 
it should 


have the indorsement and the co-op- 
eration of the state 
entomologist 


and his assistants. 


"Five government entomologists 


are now in Indiana trying their best 
to reduce the 
inevitable 
damage 


that will be done to 
next year's 


wheat crop by the Hessian fly. The 
Hessian fly has already got iu its 
work on this year's crop, as the far- 
mers will soon 
discover, 
if 
they 


haven't already done so. The Hes- 
sian fly is not confined to southern 
Indiana, 
as 
many 
suppose. 
The 


fact is the entire state of Indiana is 
infested with this insect. Our inves- 
tigators have found the fly as far 
north as Lake county and as far

"Probably no other insect causes 


more damage to the wheat crop of 
the United States than the Hessian 
fly, through the chinch bug is doubt- 
less a close second. 
During years 


when it is exceptionally abundant as 
it is abundant in Indiana this year, 
hundreds of thousands of acres of 
wheat may be either totally destroy- 
ed or so badly injured as to reduce 
the yield 50 to 75 per cent, and the 
monetary losses expressed in dollars 
would run far up into the millions. 
This insect has long been known to 
ravage our wheat fields, yet 
far- 


mers are, in many eases, still at a 
loss regarding the best methods of 
warding off devastation. 


"Several years ago there was in 


Kansas general 
co-operation 
be- 


tween grain 
dealers, 
millers 
and 


farmers to restrict the ravages of 
this dangerous insect. According to 
their own estimates, over a million 
:lollars was saved by prompt action 
and thorough measures. 
Not only 


are federal and state organizations 
of the government co-operating 
in 


this campaign but others such as the 
National Millers' 
Federation, are 


working to obtain better control ov- 
er the Hessian fly. The individual 
wheat grower is asked to send his 
samples of infested straw 
to 
the 


nearest experiment station or to the 
department of agriculture for exam- 
ination before the middle of Septem- 
ber and sooner, if possible, as after 
that the fly will have hatched and 
have entered into the wheat. 


"Late sowing of 
the 
seed 
and 


burning of the 
stubble when 
not 


seeded to grass or clover are 
the 


only measures known to date that 
are effective in controlling the Hes- 
sian fly—that is, for winter wheat 
growing sections. In 
the 
spring 


wheat sections late seeding will not 
apply. On the contrary, the earlier 
it is sown in the spring the less it 
seems to suffer from this pest. 


"The best time for sowing, winter 


wheat in northern Indiana- is after 
September 20. In the 
latitude of 


central Indiana wheat 
should be 


planted after October l,.in the lati- 
tude of southern Indiana, any time 
ni'ter October 5 is bnst. 


"The effect of the fly on the young 


wheat in the fall is exceedingly de- 
ceiving, the infested plant being of a 
more rank growth, the leaves broad- 
er and of a darker color, almost re- 
sembling those or oats; but close ex- 
amination will show that there is no 
central leaf or portion of the plant 
that would later become the stem or 
straw. 
Thus it is that wheat field* 


may appear unusually vigorous sn 
healthy until quite late in the sea- 
son, 
when suddenly 
the 
plants 


change color and die. 


"The most of the maggots become 


full grown before cold weather sets 
in and they pass the winter in 
the 


brown or 'fhixsced' stage, and it i 
form these 'flaxsee.ls' that the fly 
emerges tiie following spring. 


"There are numerous natural ene- 


mies of (he Hessian fly and serious 
outbreaks are 
doubtless 
primarily 


due to the fact that, owing to condi- 
tions not well understood, possibly 
mterological, these natural 
enemies

able zeal during the last legislature, 
in the very first articles and editor- 
ials touching the subject, treat it 
lightly, approaching almost to ridi- 
cule. 


It is often wondered in this day 


why there is such lack of 
respect 


for law, but it is little wonder when 
a newspaper of such circulation with 
the power to mould public opinion to 
a certain extent, should adopt such 
an attitude. It is not the purpose of 
any fair-minded person to declare 
128 indicted men guilty of what they 
are charged; 
neither should it be 


the purpose of any honest person to 
hold up to ridicule an investigating 
body which has been created under 
the laws of the state. 


As usual, because it is believed to 


be unpopular, the Indianapolis Star 
is apparently trying to make 
the 


Indianapolis News the "goat," think- 
ing, possibly, that the odium attach- 
ed to the News in the nostrils of 
some Democrats, may bear down on 
the prosecution and make it harder. 
Whatever may be the 
outcome, 
it 


will be regretted by many if the case 
against the 128 men resolves itself 
into a petty quarrel 
between 
the 


two Indianapolis newspapers.

The Crux of The Whole Matter 


(The Independent) 


Germany has apologized for sink- 


ing the American ship 
"Gulflight" 


and offered reparation . The captain 
of the German submarine fired too 
quickly. He did not see tlie Ameri- 
can flag until the torepdo was on its 
way. This is the German explana- 
tion. 


The explanation gives away the 


whole German case. It proves what 
President Wilson pointed out in his 
note to Germany. 
"Manifestly the 


submarine cannot be used against 
merchantmen — without an inevitable 
violation of many sacred principles 
of justice and humanity." 


It was only because the German 


commander was 
violating the per- 


fectly clear and universally accepted 
rules of international law that he 
made his mistake. International law 
forbade him to sink a merchantman 
on suspicion. International law gave 
him but one right in the first in- 
stance, that of visit and search. In- 
ternational law, even in the case 
that that he found the ship to he an 
enemy ship, required him to put pas- 
sengers and crew in safety before he 
torpedoed her. 


There can be no question that the 


commander of this submarine and 
the commander of every submarine 
that has made a similiar attack on 
a. merchantman, neutral or enemy, 
was acting in plain violation of in- 
ternational law. It is pleaded on the 
other side by Germany that the sub- 
marine cannot obey the international 
rules because of its own limitations. 
But the plea is ineffective. The ina- 
bility of the submarine to do what 
the law demands does not change 
the law. nor relieve 
any civilized 


power of its obligation to obey it. 


Here is t'he crux of the whole mat- 


ter. The9 United States stands h'rm 
upon the principles of international 
law.

CHAMP CLARK BEING GROOMED 


Oscar W. Underwood and Vice Presi- 


ident Marshall May Also Get 


The Bee, it is Said 


New York, June 23.—If the theory 


of Democratic politicians as to the 
ulterior reason for W. J. Bryan's 
resignation 
from 
the President's 


Cabinet proves to be correct—that 
is, that it is his purpose to compete 
with Mr. Wilson for the Democratic 
Presidential nomination in 1916—it 
is regarded as very probahle that 
other men will enter the contests and 
that 
a free-for-all, such 
as took 


place in Baltimore in 1912, will take 
place next year. 


Democrats who have aspired to the 


Presidency 
in recent years 
are 


watching Mr. Bryan's course with 
the kcenests interest, and as soon as 
they are convinced that he is really 
after the nomination it is believed 
they also will begin action, with a 
view to determining their chances of 
winning the prize next summer. 


Signs already are becoming visi- 


ble that Democrats, ambitious to 
reach the White House, are becoming 
attentive to the possibilities of the 
situation that has begun to develop 
.since Mr. Bryan's break 
with the 


President, and no 
opportunity will 


be lost by them to advance their in- 
dividual interests in the event 
the 


former Secretary of State does not 
permit Mr. Wilson to have the field 
to himself. 


Quite naturally every preliminary 


move by these men will be as quiet 
and unostentatious as possible, al- 
thought ultimately all of them will 
have to come out in the open if they 
decide to make a canvass for the del- 
egates to the national convention. 


In 1912 Wilson's most formidable 


opponent for the nomination was 
Speaker Cham]) Clark, of the House 
of Representatives and it looked for 
a while that, having a majority of the 
convention, he would be nominated. 
But Mr. Bryan prevented him from 
acquiring the two thirds vote nec- 
essary to nominate, and the Speaker 
never has forgiven him for thwarting 
his ambition to become President. 


With the Republican party split in 


two that year by the bolt of Colonel 
Roosevelt and his formation of the 
Bull Moose party, Clark undoubtedly 
would have been elected. 


Consequently should Mr. 
Bryan 


seek the nomination next 
year, 


friends of the Speaker arc confident 
he would be one of the first of the 
1912 candidates to re-enter the field. 


In Xcw York Senator Oscar W. 


Underwood, of Alabama, who 
also 


was a candidate in 1912 has many 
earnest friends who would not hesi- 
tate to urge him to get into the race 
if he happened to manifest a reluc- 
tance to do so of his own accord. 


Underwood has enjoyed the confi- 


dence of the business community to 
a greater extent than several other 
men who have sought the Presidency 
on the Democratic ticket, and there 
is no question that he would have a 
strong following in the East, par- 
ticularly in New York. As between 
Bryan and Underwood this state, it 
is believed by Democratic leaders, 
would choose the later. 


But with President Wilson also a 


candidate it is likely that the New 
York State Delegation would split 
unless the unit rule should be invok- 
ed, and then the majority would con- 
trol the delegation. It is an open 
question whether this would be more 
advantageous to the President or the 
Alabama Senator. 


Speaker 
Clark's 
mainstrength 


would come from the Middle 
AYest 


and the far West rather than from 
the East, which, it new appears, 
would be divided between the Presi- 
dent and Underwood, assuming that 
the President's right to a renomina- 
tion should be questioned, by Bryan 
and on his account by other aspir- 
ants. 


Likewise Bryan's greatest strength 


would be in the Middle and 
Far 


West. In certain parts of the South 
he might, prove to be the .strongest. 


candidate, although Judging by the 
voice of the Southern presu since tlie 
Secretary of State resigned, the 
President would have 
the greater 


following in that section. 


The course of Bryan since break- 


ing with the President has been the 
subject of widespread unfavorable 
comment in newspapers of the South. 
And yet it should not be forgotten 
that the South in the past loyally 
has followed him, not ouiy because 
he has been 'the Democratic candi- 
date, but also on account of person- 
al admiration for him and approval 
of many of his doctrines. 


At Baltimore in 1912 Thomas R. 


Marshall, then Governor of Indiana, 
had the support of the Hoosier dele- 
gation for President. Bryan opposed 
him, as he did Underwood and Clark, 
and it would be w;orth while watching 
the Vice President to see whether he 
would use his influence in Indiana 
against Bryan and in his own behalf 
The Vice President has many sturdy 
personal and intellectual 
qualities 


which have appealed to members of 
the Senate, some of whom have ta- 
ken occasion to assert that the Dem- 
ocratic party would be in more 
promising position today with re- 
spect to 1916 had his counsel con- 
cerning certain legislation, particu- 
larly that affecting business, been 
followed during the last Congress. 


It is related that several members 


of the committee, peeved because 
they regarded themselves as insuffi- 
ciently recognized by the -President 
in matters of patronage, 
sent 
their 


resignations to McCombs, but that 
he persuaded them to withdraw them 
in the interest of harmony and out 
of consideration for the President. 


Regarding the patronage question, 


it is a matter of record that former 
Secretary Bryan succeeded in the 
two years he was in the Cabinet in 
securing appointments for hundreds 
of his friends in all parts of the 
country. 
It is said he has 
more 


patronage to his credit 
than any 


other influential man in the Demo- 
cratic party. He has landed more 
jobs for original Bryan men than 
Chairman MeCombs has obtained for 
original Wilson men. 


At any rate this is the calculation 


that has been made by Democrats of 
a statistical disposition at 
Demo- 


cratic headquarters here. Undoub- 
tedly Bryan will look to these men 
for support if he becames a candi- 
date for the Presidential nomination, 
as is generaly anticipated by Demo- 
crats here.

Chicago University Professor De- 


clares That Population is In- 


creasing Too Fast 


AS COMPARED TO FOOD SUPPLY 


Offers Four Remedies to Prevent it 


Says we Should be Able 


to Feed The World 


(By United Proil.) 


Chicago, June '23.—There is grave 


danger that a famine will descend 
upon the United States sometime in 
the near future, according to Pro- 
fessor John M. Coulter, head of the 
Dcpartmnet 
of Botany 
of Chicago 


University. Population here, said the 
Professor, is increasing twenty times 
faster than the food supply. 


"We ought to have enough food- 


stuffs 
in this country to feed 
the 


world," said Prof. Coulter, "Instead, 
we soon shall 
not have enough to 


feed ourselves. 
This growing dis- 


crepancy between food production 
and population is the basis of the 
high cost of living. 


"Four remedies present themselves 


to 
prevent famine 
in the 
United 


States. First we should 
develop 


scientific methods of soil cultivation. 
We must manipulate the soil properly, 
and farm 
intensively as the Euro- 


peans do. By scientific treatment of 
the soil crops can be increased 300 
per cent in the United States. 


"Second, we must plant on every 


area the crop that will give the, max- 
imum yield in that section. 
Stop 


planting wheat in corn land and don't 
try to raise potatoes in swamps. Too 
many farmers plant their crops with- 
out knowledge of what their land is 
niited for. 


"We must, in the third place, 
de- 


velop drought resisting crops. 
This 


is the work of the professional bot- 
anist, 
and is to be accomplished 


through experiment. 


''Then, at last, we must produce 


disease resisting crops, for plants, 
like animals, arc subject to ills of the 
flesh. This, too, is the work of the 
botanist. 


"If these suggestions are carried 


out with reasonable thoroughness the 
high cost of living will vanish, 
as 


•oncerns foodstuffs.

with the blood 
of goats offered 
in 


sacrifice, 
to 
the big 
image of .a 


cow, and lastly, to a place indes- 
cribable where white persons are not 
allowed to enter. 


"Some places of worship are 
so 


licentious," 
said 
Miss 
Anderson, 


"that the people of India, even 
as 


ignorant as they are, do not 
want 


white- faced persons to enter 
be- 


cause they are ashamed of it. Yet 
the mothers and little children en- 
ter there where ley dare not .let \is 
go." 


Miss Anderson 
described a visit 


to 
a Mohammedan 
village, where, 


upon entering the house of the head 
man 
of the 
village, she found 
a 


haughty Mohammedan wife, 
who 


prided herself on what she had done 
for her religion—all but making fclie 
pilgrimage, which the usages of ,her 
country would not permit because of 
her sex. 
But the missionary said 


she gained the consent of the proud 
woman to 
tell her 
the history of 


Christ. 
Then the Mohammedan ad- 


mitted, 
the missionary said, 
that 


her religion did not satisfy her soul 
hunger. 


Miss Anderson told of a visit to 


a village where they had never seen 
a white person. In a few 
minutes 


75 people gathered about and she 
told them the story of how Christ 
was sent to earth and crucified that 
others might be saved. 


"At first they were curious," she 


said, "then egar, then anxious, and 
before I had finished the tears were 
running down their cheeks." 


She declared 
the people of 
the 


lower class, who are shown no con- 
sideration, 
would not believe that 


God 
so loved them, • the sight of 


whom is pollution, the higher castes 
in India, believe, that he sent His 
son that they might be.saved. 'She 
said so many try to satisfy 
their 


soul hunger and so many are false 
teachers. 


"Although 8,000 souls have been 


saved in my district in the eight and 
one-half years I have been there," 
stated Miss Anderson in conclusion, 


:there has never been a time when 
there was not always a rich field 
for more work. 
There arc 700,000 


people in my district alone, all cry- 
ing for satisfaction of their heart 
hunger. 
The cry of your mission- 


ary today is that you send 
more 


missionaries."
